Count Mitchel Karolyi, who is 


reported to have arrived in England 
on his way to Canada, where ha 
plans to reside permanently, is a

ber of the Hungarian 
parliament 


and picsident of the Hungarian In- 
dependent party

ropean war for the purpose of rais- 
ing funds for a campaign in be- 
half of a more extended ballot in 
Hungarj. 
Soon after he returned 


home he created a sensation in the 
Hungarian parliament by demand-

make peace proposals to the en- 
eni.\ powers After the war ha was 
impriaoned for a time, but finally 
made his escape to Italy 
The Kai-
